IN FIVE DIVISIONS 
BEGIN WORK TODAY 


Men of the Second, Third, 
Fourth, Seventh, Eighth 
and Tenth Wards Will 
Start Examinations. 


385 MEN ARE CALLED 
BEFORE BOARDS TODAY 


36 Men Out of First 39 Ex- 
amined in Sixth Division 
Seek to Be Excused From | 
Service on Account of De- 
pendents. 


The work of selecting Atlanta’s quota 
for the first national army began yes- 
terday, and will be greatly broadened 
today when four more local exemption 
boards begin examinations of the first 
call men in their division. 

There will be approximately 385 men 
to be examined today by the five boards 
which will be at work in the city. Divi- 
sion No. 6 has called fifty men for 
examination, and there may be several 
more who failed to come up for exami- 
nation on Wednesday; division No. 2 
has summoned seventy-two men; divi- 
sion No. 3 has summd@Oned seventy-four; 
division No. 4 has called 103; division 
No. 7 86. Other boards will begin their 
work Friday. 

Division No. 6, which includes the 
seventh and tenth wards, examined 39 
men out of 50 summoned Wednesday 


morning. The division must examine 
200 by Saturday night, 50 each day. The 
eleven who failed to report for exami- 
nation Wednesday have been partially 
accounted for. Some had asked for the! 
privilege of being examined in other 
sections of the country, two have en- 
listed in the army, another is on his, 
way from California to be examined, ! 
and one forgot, and will be allowed , 
to be examined today.

TAX EQUALIZATION 
AGAIN VICTORIOUS 


With 28 Members Voting, 
Bale Bill Receives Unfa- 
vorable Report at Meeting 


of House Judiciary Com- 


mittee.

Tax equalization repealers met their 
third committee defeat yesterday aft- 
ernoon, when a full meeting of the 
general judiciary committee of the 
hcuse No. 1 voted to reconsider the un- 
expected action of a minority of the 
committee Tuesday afternoon and to re- 
pert the Bale repeal bill back to the 
house with a recommendation that it 
do not pass. The vote was 18 to 10, the 
full membership of the committee, in- 
cluding the chairman, Mr. Ellis, of Tift, 
being 34. 

The first defeat met by the repealers 
was when the general agriculture com- 
mittee of the house No. 1 with.prac- 
tical unanimity returned the Trammell 
repeal bill to the house, as cut of its 
province, and asked that it be com- 
mitted tc the ways and means commit- 
tee where it properly belonged. 

The second defeat was when the ways 
and means committee of the house, after 
careful consideration and notice given 
to all parties interested to be heard, by 
a vote cf 21 to 11 reported the Tram- 
mell bill and all similar repeal bills be- 
fore it adversely. 

Bill.Again Disapproved. 

The third defeat came when an over- 
whelming majority of the general judi- 
ciliary committee No 1 on Wednesday 
afternoon expressed their disapproval 
of the bill of Mr Bale, of Floyd, and 
voted an adverse report.

forces followed a meeting of the same 
committee on Tuesday afternoon, when, 
with only.ten members present, a fa- 
vorable report was returned by a vote 
of 6 to 4. Members who opposed the 
repeal bill secured another meeting of 
the committee to be held Wednesday

Eleven Physically Unfit. 

Eleven of the 39 examined were found 
to be physically unfit, but must report | 
for a second examination today, along | 
with the additional fifty summoned to 
be examined. If they are found to be 
unfit by the second physician examin- 
ing them they will be certified to the 
exemption board as physically unfit. 
This will not mean that they are 
exempt from service, as their exemption 
is left. in the discretion of the board, 
which will not pass on exemptions un- 
til mext week.

The first man not to claim exemp- 
tion was Noah W. Nixon, of 302 Aileen! 
avenue, West End. Nixon is a pores 
fect specimen of manhood, and carries, 
himself like a_ soldier.

He barely miss- 
ed being six feet tall in his bare feet,. 
measuring 71 4-5 inches. He weighed 
165 pounds. His chest measurement 
at expiratio was 35 inches, and at ex- 
pansion se stRaches, giving him a 
splendid chest 3% 
inches. | 

His serial number was 784 and he 
was the thirty-third man in his divi- 
sion drawn at Washington. 

He is an employee of the Atlantic 
Steel company, and for this reason, the 
exemption board members say, he may 
claim exemption because of being i 
ployed by a plant that is making war 
munitions. His claim must go to the 
district board, as this board handles 
occupational claims for exemption.

Ernest Henkel Held 
For Bringing Booze 
Into “Dry’’ Georgia 


“Liquors Were Intended for 

My Own Personal Use,” 
Says the Business Man- 
ager of the Metropolitan 
Grand Opera Company. 


Ernest Henkel, business manager of 
the Metropolitan Opera Company of 
New York, was arrested at about mid- 
night last night at his room at a 
downtown hotel by city and federal 
detectives who found a large quantity 
of whisky, wine and beer in his pos- 
session. 

The intoxicants were in a trunk 
which belonged to Mr. Henkel, and they 
consisted of three quarts of whisky and 
about. seven quarts of wine and beer. 

Mr. Henkel was taken to the police 
station on a federal charge of bringing 
intoxicants from one state to another. 

He stated after his arrest that he 
had come south on a short business 
trip and that the whisky, wine and 
beer were for his own private and in- 
dividual use. 

“It is ridiculous to believe,”’ he said, 
“that a man in my position would think 
of selling intoxicants. They were in- 
tended for my own private use and not 
for sale. That is all® that can be said 
about the unfortunate affair.”

NEARLY 300 DEAD 
AS RESULT OF HEAT 


[Hundreds of Prostrations 
Also Reported—No Relief 
in Sight for at Least 48 
Hours. |

August 1.—The great 
heat wave that holds the country in its 
grip has claimed nearly 300 victims, 
and caused hundreds of prostrations in 
the past three days. Maximum tem- 
' peratures ranging from 100 degrees at 
Hartford, Conn., 98 at New York and 
Boston, 95 at Washington and 94 at 
Philadelphia, have been accompanied 
by humidity which made suffering 
more intense. According to the weath- 
er bureau, no relief is in sight in the 
east for at least 48 hours 

Although Needles, Cal., with its ther- 
| mometer at 104, was the hottest place 
in the United States Wednesday, it was 
in the cities of the east, where humid- 
ity was high, and where the population 
148 congested, that! “reports told of 
'deaths and prostrations. 

Dispatches from the chief cities suf- 
fering from the heat show the follow- 
ing deaths since the latter part of last 


week:

SERIOUS DANGER 
Ur EXTRA SESSION 


So Declares Representative 
Wright in Urging That No 
Time Be Lost in Consider- 
ation of Tax Revision. 


“There is serious danger of an ex- 
tra session, unless the house can get 
down to business in a way that it has 
not done before,” Representative 
Wright, of Floyd, warned the more 
numerous branch of the general as- 
sembly, when he rose yesterday morn- 
ing to make presentation of the gen- 
eral tax act at the request of Chair- 
man Akin, of the ways and means com- 
mittee, whici reported the bill Tues- 
day. 

Mr. Wright’s warning followed a lot 
of quibbling as to whether the bill, 
which will increase the state’s revenue 
about $500,000, shduld be taken up at 
Wednesday morning’s session and a mo- 
tion to table by Representative Walker, 
of Ben Hill, was voted down by a large 
majority. 

“There are. something 
tions in this’ bill,” said 
“and each section must 
passed separately. If we 
as ten minutes’ time on each section, 
it will require about two weeks to 
pass it, giving three hours per day to 
its consideration. If it is passed by the 
house and then by the senate, it must 
be done quickly, or an extra session 
will be the consequence, for the bill 
must pass in order that the state may 
have revenue. 

When Mr. Wright had concluded his 
preliminary presentation of the Dill, 
the house adjourned until 9 o’clock! 
Thursday morning. Copies of the bill 
have been placed on the desk of every 
member, and the measure will be 
taken up section by section at the next 
sitting of the house. 

Repealers Seek Report.

GERMANS LAUNCH

succeeded in recapturing the village of 
St. Julien and part of the village of 
Westhoek, according to the official re- 
port from; British headquarters tonight 
the number of Germans made prisoner 
exceeds 5,000. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Rain continued to fall throughout 
the day. By a successful operation to- 
day on our new battle front our line 
was advanced slightly in the neighbor- 
hood of the Zillebeke-Zanvoorde road. 
On the left flank of our attack our al- 
lies gained further ground on the east 
bank of the Yser canal. 

“During the night our new positions 
east and northeast. of Ypres,* between 
Westhoek and St. Julien, were heavily 
counter attacked by strong forces of the 
enemy. QOur troops successfully resist- 
ed the enemy’s repeated attempts to 
drive us from the important positions on 
high ground captured yesterday in this 
neighborhood, but under the weight of 
his assault and after stubborn fighting 
we were compelled to withdraw our ad- 
vanced troops from the village of St. 
Julien. 

“The fighting was particularly fierce 
for possession of the village of West- 
hoek, which we now hold, on the west- 
ern outskirts. 

“This afternoon the enemy again at- 
tacked in the neighborhood: of -the 
Ypres-Rouvlers railway and at the sec- 
ond attempt succeeded i 
advanced positions on 
The fighting continues.

WARNING IS ISSUED 
T0 DISTRICT BOARDS 


Great Care Must Be Taken in 
Granting Industrial 
, Exemption. 


Washington, August 1.—Every pre- 
caution should be taken by district ex- 
emption boards, the appeal bodies, to 
wrevent discharge of men from the draft 
on sole grounds of material hardship to 
them individually or to their employers. 
said a.etrcular on the’ duty of district 
boards issued today by Provost Marshal 
General Crowder. 

“It igs the-interest of the nation sole- 
ly that must*be served,” said General 
Crowder, adding that consequently in- 
dustrial exemption should be granted 
only to men absolutely essential to the 
conduct of a business which itself is 
essential to proper prosecution of the 
war. District boards have original ju- 
risdiction in all cases of industrial ex- 
emptions. 


All cases of discharge by local boards 
on grounds of dependency are to be 
appealed automatically to the district 
board, General Crowder said, and each 
case should be scanned carefully; 
though not necessarily reopened for 
hearing. For each local board an offi- 
cial will be appointed to act 43 a gov- 
ernment challenger against men whom 
he believes discharged without ade- 
quate cause. Firemen, policemen and 
in technical schools are not 
discharged under industrial ex- 
n regulations.

Here we are in the blissfulness of “dog- 
days,” with the mercury in the 90's, yet with- 
out appreciable discomfort. Not a death, 
not a prostration, not even a serious head- 
ache due to’the heat; and every night feels 
like a night fashioned expressly to court the 
favor of Morpheus. ia 

Indeed, any man who cannot rest in Com- 
fort nights like we are having, and arise in 
the morning refreshed and fit for the day, 
cannot in jistice blame the heat:for it—he 
would better look to his liver or charge it to 
his supper he ate the evening before. 

But if he insists that it’s hot in Atlanta, 
let him scan the reports from elsewhere— 
from the north and east, where weather 
makes news! 

For instance, let him read the “heat- 
wave” story from New York, which Wednes- 
day opened with this paragraph: 


New York, August 1.--New York's 
death toll from the heat was raised to 
hearly 40 early today when 14 additional 
deaths were reported to the police be- 
tween midnight and 10 a. m. 


In addition to these actual casualties, the 
report goes on to say that 41 prostrations 
were suffered during the same time, “bring- 
ine the total prostrations to well above the 
150 mark!” 

Indicating the terrors of a Gotham night 
in August, the account sets forth that— 


thousands slept in the parks and on the 
beaches last night. Thousands of others 
slept in the streets or on fire escapes. 
There was little breeze, and night 
brought but 6light relief. On the east 
side the suffering was intense and early 
reports today brought numerous addi- 
tional deaths. Horses dropped dead in 
the streets where the thermometer reg- 

istered above 100. 

Similar reports of death, prostrations and 
torment came out of Philadelphia, where, in 
a tenrperature of 10(, 13 persons died from 
heat and more than 300 fell prostrated; 
from Chicago, where in 24 hours 21 persons 
died from sunstroke and the withering heat 
of the night; Pittsburg, where the actual 
death toll for the day was 13. 

Boston, St. Louis, Kansas City, Omaha, 
Cleveland, Toledo, Detroit—in fact, all of the 
big cities of the east, north and middle west, 
have about the same sort of tale to tell. 

Up there, where cold and snow and bliz- 
gards clog the wheels of industry and deci- 
maté the population in winter, factories had 
to be closed in certain sections where the 
heat and humidity were most intense, and 
business generally was forced, if not to sus- 
pend, to suffer serious inconvenience, during 
the last few dank, torrid, blistering days. 

Down here, transversely, it has been 
“business as usual,” with little thought of 
the weather and not a bit of suffering or 
distress. 

Here the wheels move every day alike, 
winter or summer, with everybody happy 
and rejoicing in the fact that the Piedmont 
section of Georgia is climatically just right 
in all ways and at all times—just high 
enough, just far enough from the sea; just 
close enough to the equator, just far enough 
from the pole!

COUNTY BOND ELECTION 
SPECIAL REGISTRATION 
LAW TO BE AMENDED 


an important amendment by Mr. 
Fowler, of Bibb, to the law, enacted at the 
last session of the general assembly, . pro- 
viding for special registration in county bond 
elections, passed at this session of the 
general assembly, the act will remain a dead 
letter another year. 

By oversight,’ the makers of the law 
provided that the tax collector should open 
his books for the special registration and 
keep them open for sixty days prior to the 
special bond election so as to give anybody 
not on the regular registration list an oppor- 
tunity to therefor, and then says 
that he shall have ten days to compile the 
registration list and there shall be fifteen 
more days during which the registrars shall 
purge it. 

This brings about the curious anomaly 
that the registration list could not be perfect- 
ed until twenty-five days after the election 
was set to be held. It is to remedy this de- 
fect and to make the law workable that Mr. 
Fowler's amendments are directed. 

As many of the counties will probably, 
within the next year, desire to issue bonds 
for achools or road‘improvements, particular- 
ly if the bill which has passed the senate 
providing for. joint county bond issues is 
enacted, ityis highly important, it is argued, 
that the remedial legislation be put through 
this year. 

The bill stands up rather high on the cal- 
endar, but probably cannot be reached except 
special order. As it will take only a 
very short time to pass it when once it is 
presented, a strong effort is being made to 
secure consideration of it at this session.

ANSWER—tThat's the Way they all feel 
at the end of a comparatively imperfect day. 
The Karell regimen, we repeat, ig as fol- 
lows: On one, two or three days each week 
Successive or alternating as you prefer, limit 
the diet absolutely to six ounces (a glassful) 
of skimmed milk, to be Sipped slowly, prefer- 
ably at room temperature, at 8, 12, 4 and 8 
o'clock. No other food, and the less water 
the better. Skimmed milk is a by-product 
of a well-known quadruped mammial called 
the cow.

Report Summarized. 

Summarizing conditions, the crop re- 
porting board issued this statement: 

“Serious drouth in portions of Texas 
and western Oklahoma; too much rain 
in inany parts of the eastern, southern 
and central belt; weevil damage in Ar- 
kansas, JLouisiana, Mississippi, <Ala- 
bama, Florida and Georgia; late crops 
everywhere, with poor stands in many 
places, are the influences which have 
unfavorably affected the cotton 
in July. 

“The droutn has assumed _ serious 
proportions in much of southern, south- 
central and western Texas and wéstern 
Oklahoma. The crop over that entire 
section is very poor and nothing less 
than several inches of rain at an early 
date can help it. 

“There has been too much rain in 
the eastern section of the Carolinas, 
and in some portions of other cotton 
getates, excepting Texas and Oklahoma. 

“Weevils dre doing damage in the 
wet portions of the states embraced in 
the infested areas, but some sections in 
the oldest infested areas report splen- 
did crop prospects. Except where it 
has been too wet, cultivation is better 
than usual. 

“Dry weather in May and June en- 
abled farmers to clean out their crops 
and they have remained clean. South 
Carolina, Georgia and Louisiana report 
wilt or black root on some sandy soils. 

Two Weeks Late. 

“The crop has recovered some of its 
lateness, but. will average probably 
two weeks late over tne entire south. 
In many sections in the eastern belt 
top-dressing with nitrate of soda or 
other fertilizers has been resorted to. 
Where conditions have been any ways 
favorable, the crop looks well, has a 
splendid color and is fruiting splendid- 
ly. To date, the labor supply has been 
generally adequate, though there is 
some fear expressed as to the supply 
of pickers later on. Cotton is opening 
in Texas and Florida.”

Chicago, August 1.—Welcome rains 
in Kansas and other big states where 
the size of the corn crop is a matter 
of vital importance broke prices sharp- 
ly today in the corn market here. The 
finish was nervous 1% to 2%c net lower 
at $1.15% to $1.15%, December and 
$1.13% to $1.14 May. Wheat gained 
le and closed unsettled with Septem- 
ber $2.18. Oats declined %c to 1%e 
net. The outcome in provisions ranged 
from ic loss to a like advance. 

Downward swings in the value of 
corn began as soon as the market open- 
ed. Attention centered at once on the 
fact that much needed 
lower temperature had supplanted the 
drought. 

Another notable influence against 
the bulls was an assertion from a lead- 
ing expert that the total yield of corn 
in the United States this season prom- 
ised to be as much as 3,175,000,000 to 
3,200,000,000 bushels. 

Action of the directors of the board 
of trade in prohibiting all fresh deal- 
ings in the September delivery counted 
likéwise throughout the day as a weight 
on prices. 

Wheat trading was confined to scat- 
tered transactions in the September de- 
livery, Prices averaged a little higher, 
chiefly owing to estimates that the 
domestic crop would be _ 2,000,000,000 
bushels short of what had been 
pected a month ago. In this connection, 
it was said that most of the damage 
in the spring crop region had been off- 
Set by enlarged yields in the winter 
crop belt 

Oats declined with corn. Reports 
suggested that the total crop this sea- 
son might exceed last year’s by nearly 
250,000,000 bushels. 


Buying that was ascribed to packers | 


rallied the provision market from an 
early setback. The temporary weak- 
ness resulted from sympathy with corn 
and from an expected bearish showing 
in the monthly report on warehouse 
stocks of provisions here.

OF LABOR LEADER 


Five of Men Who Hanged 
Crippled Frank Little at 


Be Known. 


| Butte, Mont., August 1.—Authorities 
tonight were making every effart to 
apprehend the ‘vigilantes responsible 
for lynching Frank Little, an Industrial 
Worker of the World leader, here early 
today, but it was said that no clue had 
come to their attenticn. Members of 
the Metal Mine Workers’ union, in 
which Little had taken a prominent 
part, declared, however, that they 
knew five of the lynchers and were 
on the trail of another. 

Three hundred national guardsmen 
were sent here tceday to preserve order 
and more are en route. 

The Metal Workers’ union held a 
mass meeting this afternoon to dis- 
cuss the situation, and although the 
more radical ones advised drastic ac- 
tion, conservatism prevailed, and lead- 
ers advised the men to “keep their 
mouths shut.” 

Joe Shannon, one of Little's asso- 
ciates; Tom Campbell and a fourth 
man, whose name he would not men- 
ticn, were declared by William Sulli-+ 
van, attorney for the metal workers, 
to have been “marked to go” by the 
vigilantes. Sullivan said the metal 
workers had been warned that Little 
would be the first victim. He addei 
that every precaution had been taken 
and that “we had the marked men 
change rooms every so often.’ 

Little Taken From Lodging House. 

Little, who was a member cf 
the executive board of the _ § In- 
dustrial Workers of the World 
and a leader in labor troubles in Ari- 


zona, was taken from a lodging house 
early ’today ty masKed men and hang; 
ed to a railroad trestle on the out; 
Skirts of the city. 

The body was cut down at 8 a. m. Ly 


the chief of police, Jerry Murphy, who 
‘identified it. Little, in a recent speech 
here, referred to United States troops 
as “Uncle Sam’s scabs in uniform.” 

|, Since his arrival in Butte recently 
from Globe, Ariz., Little had made a 
number of speeches tec strikers in 
which he attacked the government and 
urged the men to shut down the mines 
of the Butte district. His record was 
under investigation by the federal au- 
thorities. 

Little took a leading part in recent 
labor troubles in Arizona. He wrote 
Governor Campbeil, of Arizona, from 
Salt Lake, protesting against the de-+ 
(portation of I. yr. W. members fro 
Bisbee, Governor Campbell replieg 
telling Little he resented his interfer- 
ence and his threats. Little was un- 
‘derstood to have the confidence of 
| William D. Haywood, secretary of the 
I. W. W. national organization, and 
was regarded as one of Haywood’s con; 
fidential agents. 

Little was a cripple, but active and 
a furceful speaker. 

Card Left by Lynchers. 

On Little’s body was a card bearing 
the words, ‘First and last warning, 
Others take notice. Vigilantes.” 

Little was taken out of the build- 
ing ‘n which he lodged by a party of 
masked men who took him away in on 
automobile. He was not given time to 
ress. 

The card found on _  Little’s body 
when he was cut down was pinned to 
the underclothing on his right thigh, 
It bore in red crayon letters the in- 
scription: [ 

“Others take notice. First and t 
warning. 3-7-77. oa oe. WN. Le 

A circle was about the letter “L.” 
The letters were inscribed with a lead 
pencil. | 

The figures “3-7-77" are the old sign 
of the vigilantes in Montana. The cus- 
tom of the vigilantes was to send 
three warnings to a marked man, the 
third and last being written in red. |
